Dr. J. N. Ilu rty o f 
In dian ap o lis, 
secretary o f the 
State 
Bo ard o f 
Health, sp en t an activ e day in Ru sh­ 
v ille an d Ru sh co u n ty , where he made 
three addresses, alway s argu in g fo r a 
san itary co n ditio n as a mean s to p re­ 
serv e an d p ro lo n g 
life. 
Dr. Hu rty 
arriv ed abo u t elev en 
o ’clo ck 
this 
mo rn in g an d 
addressed the 
high 
scho o l stu den ts fro m 11:15 u n til 12 
o ’clo ck . 
Du rin g the n o o n ho u r he 
wen t to New Salem with Co u n ty Su ­ 
p erin ten den t C. M. Geo rge, where he 
talk ed to the high scho o l an d v iewed 
the co n ditio n s in the 
New 
Salem 
scho o l bu ildin g. 
He retu rn ed fro m 
New Salem abo u t two o ’clo ck an d 
talk ed to the to wn ship tru stees in 'the 
teachers’ ex amin atio n ro o m o n the 
third flo o r in the co u rt 
ho u se fo r 
o v er an ho u r. 
Dr. Hu rty 
dev o ted his 
address 
befo re the tru stees to two laws which 
were p assed by the last legislatu re 
an d had to do with the du ties o f the 
tru stees. The law which has to do 
with the bu ildin g o f scho o l ho u ses is 
co mp u lso ry , 
acco rdin g to Dr. Hu rty . 
He read it thro u gh, ex p lain in g sev er­ 
al clau ses o f it an d ho w they came 
to be embo died in the law. 
He ad­ 
v ised that ev ery tru stee p ro cu re 
a 
co p y o f the law as so o n as it came 
fro m the State p resses an d stu dy it 
tho ro u ghly . 
Dr. Hu rty said that the law p ro ­ 
v ides that scho o l 
ho u ses shall be 
bu ilt alo n g san itary lin es an d that it 
is co mp u lso ry . 
Ile said that it was 
illegal to bu ild a scho o l ho u se lik e 
scho o l ho u se No . 4 in No ble to wn ship 
where the gro u n ds are wet an d so g­ 
gy . Dr. Hu rty declared that a scho o l 
ho u se 
witho u t 
a p lay gro u n d 
is a 
mo n stro sity an d that the law p ro v id­ 
ed that o n e 
sho u ld 
n ev er be bu ilt 
again witho u t a p lace fo r recreatio n . 
He said that all n ew scho o l ho u ses 
shall be heated with a fu rn ace an d 
then sho wed by illu stratio n s ho w the 
heatin g with a sto v e imp aired the 
w’o rk o f the scho o l an d cau sed dis­ 
case amo n g the children . 
The State o fficial dwelt at len gth 
o n the health o f scho o l children , de­ 
clarin g that ill health an d defectiv e 
ey esight were the cau ses o f mo st 
children tak in g n o in terest in scho o l 
an d failin g in their wo rk . 
He had charts with a gradu ated 
sy stem o f letters 
which he 
said 
sho u ld be u sed by ev ery teacher in 
testin g children ’s ey esight an d gav e 
sev eral illu stratio n s, which 
he had 
seen in actu al life 
o v er the State, 
where defectiv e ey esight; had been 
jibe cau se o f man y children bein g 
slo w an d dilito ty in scho o l. 
“There were 126 8 scho o l children 
in the State died last y ear an d eighty 
p er cen t o f that n u mber was k illed by 
n eglect,” was the assertio n o f Dr. 
Hu rty . “If o n e o f y o u tru stees hit a 
child with a clu b y o u wo u ld be p ro se­ 
cu ted, bu t if y o u n eglect them an d al­ 
lo w- them to die, then y o u go free. I 
ap p eal to y o u fro m a bu sin ess stan d­ 
p o in t as a sav in g o f mo n ey to care 
fo r their health.” 
Dr. Ilu rty said that ev ery teacher 
sho u ld be eq u ip p ed with a thermo me­ 
ter, an d that if a child has a temp er­ 
atu re o f o v er 99 that he sho u ld be 
sen t ho me an d treated. 
He declared 
that the p u blic drin k in g cu p was a 
bu lly way to k ill children an d said 


that the n ew law p ro v ided fo r do in g 
away with that. 
While at New Salem Dr. Ilu rty ex ­ 
amin ed the scho o l bu ildin g an d fo u n d 
it in a v ery u n san itary co n ditio n . He 
measu red the ro o ms an d ex amin ed all 
o f the co n ditio n s. 
He will mak e an 
u n fav o rable rep o rt o n the bu ildin g 
to the State Bo ard o f Health, an d it 
is lik ely that the bu ildin g will be co n ­ 
demn ed by that bo dy , which will mean 
that a n ew o n e mu st be erected. 
Dr. J. N. Hu rty o f In dian ap o lis, 
State Health Co mmissio n er, address­ 
ed the high scho o l this mo rn in g at 
elev en o ’clo ck . 
Dr. Hu rty has been 
asso ciated with the State bo ard o f 
heatlh fo r a n u mber o f y ears an d is 
n o ted fo r his cru sade again st dis­ 
eases, esp ecially tu bercu lo sis!. 
H,e 
talk ed befo re the high scho o l here 
fiv e y ears ago . At that time he was 
there to in sp ect the o ld 
bu ildin g, 
which bu rn ed befo re he co u ld hav e it 
co n demn ed. 
Dr. Hu rty to ld the stu den ts that 
health was the p rimary thin g in life 
an d that su ccess 
dep en ds o n 
this. 
The p lace to begin fo r su ccess is in 
y o u ith. He u rged that they tak e p len ­ 
ty o f fresh air as this was the first 
essen tial 'to a p erso n . 
“On e tho u san d p eo p le die ev ery 
mo n th in In dian a o f air starv atio n ,” 
said the sp eak er. 
“This is a fact,” 
co n tin u ed Dr. Ilu rty , “becau se it is 
based o n figu res tu rn ed in at my o f­ 
fice an d there is n o gu ess wo rk o f it,” 
Mo st p eo p le eat to o mu ch o f the 
wro n g k in d o f fo o d, acco rdin g to Dr. 
Hu rty . “If the p eo p le will 
co n tro l 
their ap p etites an d eat p lain fo o d an d 
cu t o u t the fan cy Mo p e,’ we wo u ld 
hav e better health,” said he. 
“Mo st 
p eo p le eat to die an d n o t to liv e,” 
was the way Ben jamin Fran k lin p u t 
it,” said Dr. Hu rty . 
On e o f the thin gs we sho u ld n o t 
eat to o mu ch o f, acco rdin g to Dr. 
Hu rty , is meat. He to ld the stu den ts 
that this wa!? n o theo ry , that So lo mo n 
ev en adv ised this. 
He adv ised the 
eatin g o f rice, ho min y , mu sh an d o th­ 
er fo o ds in the p lace o f meats. 
Alco ho l was the seco n d thin g giv en 
as dan gero u s to the sy stem an d its 
u se was stro n gly 
p ro tested. 
The 
third was sp ices o f all k in ds. 
They 
ten d to act as a stimu lan t an d are 
harmfu l, 
acco rdin g to Mr. 
Marty . 
The last was co ffee. 
“Co ffee sho u ld 
n ev er be u sed esp ecially by a gro win g 
child an d a stu den t,” said the do cto r. 
Dr. Hu rty su mmed u p his talk by 
say in g that p lain liv in g, simp le eat­ 
in g an d p len ty o f air wo u ld 
wo rk 
wo n ders in the hu man sy stem an d 
ask ed the stu den ts to co -o p erate with 
the State bo ard o f health again st 
disease.

It is believ ed 'that two small 
bo y s hav e been the p rin cip al o ffen d­ 
ers. 
A ho u sewife in East 
Sev en th 
street cau ght two bo y s who liv e in the 
west p art o f the city in her k itchen 
o n e day recen tly , when 
they were 
ju st in the act o f ro bbin g her ice 
chest. 
She to o k 
them in 
o n the 
“green carp et” an d gav e them a lec­ 
tu re, bu t it was u seless. 
In a few 
day s, she retu rn ed ho me to fin d 
tha t 
so meo n e had tak en p ractically ev ery ­ 
thin g fro m her refrigerato r. The two 
bo y s will lik ely 
be rep o rted lo the po ­ 
lice if they do n o t cha ng e their wa y s. 


It is tho u ght that Fran k Miller, 
who is wan ted in St. Pau l fo r slash­ 
in g his father with a bu tcher k n ife 
is n o w in this co u n ty an d has been 
fo r the last week . The o fficials there 
hav e been n o tified bu t seem to tak e 
n o in terest in the affair o r they wo u ld 
hav e been here befo re n o w. 
A stran ger an swerin g Miller’s de­ 
scrip tio n ap p eared at the fire en gin e 
ho u se o n e n ight last week an d ask ed 
if he co u ld stay all n ight. When re­ 
fu sed he became so mewhat an gry an d 
stated he wo u ld stay 
an y way . 
He 
was to ld that the p o lice wo u ld be 
aro u n d there in a few min u tes an d 
at the men tio n o f the wo rd p o lice he 
left. Later he wen t to a lo cal liv ery 
stable an d ask ed if he co u ld n o t stay 
there. Here he was again refu sed. 
The man came back to the bam the 
n ex t mo rn in g an d ask ed 
fo r wo rk . 
The p ro p rieto r tho u ght o f a fan n er 
frien d who wan ted a han d an d o b­ 
tain ed the jo b fo r him. After he had 
sen t the man to the farm the p ro ­ 
p rieto r o f the stable go t to thin k in g 
abo u t Miller an d called u p St. Pau l 
an d n o tified the

descrip tio n fits Miller ex actly with 
the ex cep tio n o f the cap he wo re. 
When last seen in St. Pau l he wo re a 
hat. 
An o ther p ecu liarity similar to Mil­ 
ler an d this man is that when he talk s 
he is co n tin u ally ru bbin g his han ds 
to gether in a n erv o u s man n er.

man who m Miller is su p p o sed to be 


wo rk in g fo r k n o ws n o thin g o f his 
p ast an d say s that, the man mak es a 
go o d han d an d did a go o d day ’s wo rk 
the first day . 
The au tho rities at St. 
Pau l p ro mised to co me here last 
I ii day , bu t as y et n o o n e has seen 
an y thin g o f them. 
William L. Miller, tin * fat her, ha s 
been slo wly reco v erin g, an d Friday 
mo rn in g he was tak en to the ho me o f 
his dau ghter, Mrs. Stella Whitin ger 
two miles n o rth o f St. Omer. a s he 
can be giv en better atten tio n there, 
an d realizin g that his 
dau ghter is 
n eeded at ho me he co n sen ted to be 
tak en there.

The remo n stran ce that was started 
in the First an d Seco n d wards o f the 
city were n o t p resen ted at the meet­ 
in g o f the co u n ty co mmissio n ers to ­ 
day , an d the salo o n s in

stra nces were sta rted in the Seco nd 
wa rd but they co uld no t be sig ned up 
a nd put up to the co mmissio ners in 
time, so the ma tter wa s dro pped.

The 
strange part of his w illingness to ac­ 
cept this handicap against other fa­ 
mous drivers is th e fact th at he is in­ 
dependently w ealthy and owns two or 
th ree 
thriving business 
institutions 
^rhich yield him a large annual income, 
so th a t the elem ent of personal gain 
does not enter into his participation 
in autom obile racing. 
Fox is known as one of the hardest, 
m ost fearless drivers who sit behind 
the wheel today, and despite his phy­ 
sical handicap he has been the w inner 
of m any races during the past th ree or 
four years.

with a p hotograp h, his identity was 
established. 
Madero was p ut in a ^bll without the 
p rivilege of communicating with his 
friends. 
When Madero admitted his 
identity he said that he was' hurry ing 
from San Antonio, where he had been 
sp ending a week with his brother, to 
the bedside of his aged father, who 
was dy ing in Monterey . 
The officers 
o f the Diaz government believed, how­ 
ev er, that he was one of the much ad­ 
vertised p eace p lenip otentiaries of the 
Maderos who was enroute to Chihua­ 
hua to m eet Francisco, junior. 
When news of the arrest of Madero 
came to San Antonio and was con­ 
v ey ed to the home of the Maderos, 
there was great consternation. 
The 
p romp t arrest of one of the Maderos, 
who has had only a small p art to p lay 
In the family ’s p lans for the bringing 
about of a conference of the govern­ 
m ent and the rebel leader, indicates 
th at-th e Diaz government is not dis­ 
p osed to look kindly on the Madero 
p retensions.

encounter, if necessary , with the state 
legislature, which he p rop oses to call 
into extraordinary session for the con­ 
sideration of direct p rimaries. 
Four weeks the governor sp ent in 
Florida, and during his absence the 
United States sup reme court handed 
down the op inion in the Virginia debt 
controversy , and this judgment the 
governor, up on his return, carefully 
refrained from discussing, although 
he had been acquainted with all the 
details of the case during his southern 
journey . 
Prior to his dep arture for Florida 
the W est Virginia executive had an­ 
nounced that he would assemble the 
legislature in sp ecial session for the 
sole p urp ose of considering the ques­ 
tion of direct p rimaries. Ap ril 25 was 
the date designated by the governor 
for the assembling of the soions. 
While the governor stated he would 
make no further announcement until 
he had disp osed of the business which 
accumulated during his absence, he is 
said by his friends to be of the same 
op inion still. 
The governor himself 
believes that he has no authority to 
assume what the legislature will do 
or what it will not do, but holds that 
he has 
certain duties to p erform. 
There is only one question that will 
delay a sp ecial session. 
If the Vir­ 
ginia debt controversy is in such 
shap e that it can he p resented to the 
legislature at a sp ecial session to be 
assembled late in Ap ril, the call for 
the extra session will emanate from 
the executive offices in a few day s. If 
not, the session may be delay ed for 
some months. 
This question the gov­ 
ernor will solve before making p ublic 
his decision.

ELECTRIC LIGHTS ON FARMS 


Morning Chores Are Done in Kansas 
by the Aid of Electricity— An 
Up-to-Date Sod House. 


W ithin ten y ears 
electricity 
will 
light a majority of the farm homes 
and cou ntry schools and chu rches of 
Kansis, it is predicted. 
Farm homes 
lighted with electricity are now nu m­ 
bered by hu ndreds. 
W ith the general u se of the gaso­ 
line engine this has been made pos­ 
sible. 
Electric light and power com­ 
panies in sev eral of the cities are also 
making plans by which they can su p­ 
ply farm ers with cu rrent from their 
tru nk lines. 
A notable case of this sort Is fou nd 
at M anhattan, where the power 
for 
electric generation is fu rnished by a 
dam on the Big Blu e riv er, fou r miles 
from the city . 
The cu rrent generated is u sed for 
electric lighting and street car pu r­ 
poses in the city of M anhattan, and 
farmers liv ing near the tru nk line are 
u sing it in their residences, barns and 
feed lots. In the early morning hou rs, 
wrhen the farmers feed and care for 
their stock and do the milking, elec­ 
tric lights are fou nd to be v ery u sefu l. 
In a rich farming commu nity ten 
miles north of Atchison the farm ers 
hav e decided to hav e an electric light 
plant of their own. 
They will bu ild a 
small power hou se where cu rrent will 
be generated and from which it will 
be carried into their homes. 
Fifteen 
families will share in this modern sy s­ 
tem of lighting. 
Sev eral farm ers liv ing 
ten miles 
west of Atchison hav e small dy namo s 
on their farms prov iding electric lig ht 
for their homes, 
barns 
and 
dairy 
bu ildings. 
Recently the town of Troy , fo rty 
miles north of Atchison, contracted fo r 
light from the Atchison 
plg nt. 
A 
tru nk line wire was stretched between 
the two places, and no w twenty -fiv e 
farm ers along the rou te are co nnect­ 
ing their homes with this trunk line. 
Near Garden City , which a 
few 
y ears ago was in the center o f the 
great 
American 
desert, 
there 
are 
farms where all the building s 
are 
made of cement co ncrete and each is 
lighted with electricity g enerated by 
a gasoline engine bn the place. 
The early pio neer way o f liv ing and 
the mo dern sy stem are blended o n o ne 
farm. A farmer is still liv ing in a so d 
bo use built a quarto r o f a century ag o . 
He is co nstructing a new and up-to - 
date ho me in which he has installed 
a g aso line eng ine with which to g en­ 
erate electricity fo r lig hting . 
He will no t mo v e o ut o f the o ld so d 
ho use until March nex t because o f its 
warmth and co mfo rt id winter, but he 
is enjo y ing electric lig hts in that prim­ 
itiv e dwelling . 
It is believ ed this is 
the o nly instance in which a so d ho use 
has been lig hted by electricity . 
In the natural g as reg io ns o f so uth­ 
eastern Kansas the electric lig ht 
is 
cheaper than g as.—New Yo rk Sun.

G eneral B uckner is the last of the 
lieutenant generals of the C onfederate 
arm y, and there is no one left of the 
federal com m anders who equaled him 
in rank. 
He celebrated his birthday 
on his estate of “Glen Lily,” in the 
room in which he was born.

has 800 acres of the large original 
tract.

B uckner enjoys good health and his 
m ind is as clear as ever.

arm y post Friday.

Hoosier Inventors Claim Big 


Margin of Safety. 


M arion, Ind., April 3.—W ithin the 
nex t m onth w hat is perhaps the first 
m onoplane ever constructed in Indi­ 
ana will be tried out in G rant county, 
according to its builders. B urr and 
George C uster and George D. Cham ­ 
bers of this city, w’ho have been w ork­ 
ing on the craft for several m onths. 
Mr. Cham bers, who is superintend­ 
ing the construction of th e m achine, 
stated it would be finished w ithin the 
nex t two weeks, and th at he ex pects 
to m ake the first flight before the first 
of May. 
The B lériot model has been 
patterned after by the builders o f,th e 
Marion monoplane, although they have 
infused m any of th eir owrn ideas into 
its construction. 
The local m achine, 
which is built of Oregon spruce, is 27 
feet long , from nose to rudder, which 
is about five feet longer than other 
m onoplanes. 
The distance from the 
tips of each wing is 28 feet, which is 
also a m argin of several feet over 
other m achines. 
The w’eight of the 
craft is about 600 pounds, and it is 
equipped 
with a forty-horsepow er mo­ 
tor. 
M essrs. C uster and C ham bers are 
m aking claim s for th eir m achine in 
the way of new features which, they 
say, no o th er m achine has. 
One man 
can fly the monoplane, owing to the 
fact th at the engine can be cranked 
when the passenger is in the m achine 
and no help is required at the rear. 
In the event that the engine should 
stop while in the air the elevators can 
be low’ered both at the rear and in 
front, and while the m achine is glid­ 
ing to earth, and the operator can 
crank the engine and continue his 
journey w ithout landing. 
The front 
elevators have in them a new feature 
of safety in the event of a fall.
